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ENDOWED  NURSE  FUND  IS  BEING  RAISED  BY  WOMAN'S 

BOARD  AS  MEMORIAL  TO  THE  LATE  ASA  S.  BACON 

Among  the  endowment  funds  established  to  aid  the  sick  during  his  long 
tenure  as  superintendent  of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  no  such  funds  were 
closer  to  the  heart  of  the  late  Asa  S.  Bacon  than  were  those  provided  to 
endow  graduate  nurses  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  patients  who  lacked 
means  to  pay  for  private  nursing  during  critical  periods. 
Due  to  the  fact  that  four  such  endow- 


ments established  in  previous  years  do 
not  meet  present  needs  for  this  type  of 
assistance  to  patients,  it  is  particularly 
fitting  that  the  Woman's  Board  has 
undertaken  as  a  special  project  the  estab- 
lishing of  the  Bacon  Memorial  Nurse 
Fund  of  $75,000  to  honor  the  memory  of 
a  great  man  who  devoted  his  life  to  the 
welfare   of  the  sick. 

Members  of  the  Woman's  Board  were 
gratified  to  learn  through  the  report 
presented  at  the  recent  annual  meeting 
that  a  bequest  of  $20,000,  left  to  the 
Woman's  Board  for  hospital  purposes, 
has  been  turned  over  to  the  Bacon  Nurse 
Fund  in  response  to  a  request  from  the 
donor's  family.  This  sum,  together  with 
Memorial  Gifts  contributed  to  date, 
brings  the  new  fund  to  a  total  of  nearly 
$31,000.  This  is  regarded  as  an  excellent 
beginning  toward  the  desired  goal. 

The  custom  of  making  Memorial  Gifts 
to  the  funds  of  the  Woman's  Board 
instead  of  sending  flowers  as  tributes  to 
deceased  friends  is  finding  favor  with  an 


increasing  number  of  donors.  Unless 
specifically  designated  for  other  pur- 
poses, all  such  gifts  are  now  being  added 
to  Bacon  Nurse  Fund.  Names  of  those 
in  whose  honor  Memorial  Gifts  are  made 
are  published  in  the  annual  report  of 
the  Woman's  Board  and  become  a  part 
of  its  permanent  records.  Special  gifts 
in  any  amount  may  be  designated  for 
the  Bacon  Nurse  Fund.  Bequests  also 
may  be   designated   for  this  purpose. 

The  first  Endowed  Nurse  Fund  was 
established  in  1917  by  Miss  Helen  B. 
North  who  had  been  deeply  impressed 
with  the  effectiveness  of  special  nursing 
care  given  to  members  of  her  family  by 
Miss  Anne  Hettinger,  a  young  graduate 
of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing.  Desiring  to  express  her  ap- 
preciation in  some  tangible  manner  that 
would  benefit  others,  Miss  North  gave  a 
sum  of  money  to  the  hospital  with  the 
stipulation  that  the  income  be  used  for

BROAD  PROGRAM  OF  SERVICE 

ACTIVITIES  REPORTED  BY 

WOMAN'S  BOARD 


Reports  presented  at  the  63rd 
annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Board  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  on 
January  6  revealed  a  varied  pro- 
gram of  activities  to  assist  the  hos- 
pital in  its  service  to  the  sick  and 
also  a  program  that  outdistanced 
previous  accomplishments  in  many 
directions. 

Philip  R.  Clarke,  vice-president  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  presided  in  the 
absence  of  Charles  B.  Goodspeed,  presi- 
dent. A  motion  extending  deep  appreci- 
ation and  best  wishes  to  Mr.  Goodspeed 
was  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

Devotions  were  led  by  the  Rev.  Alvyn 
R.  Hickman,  pastor  of  the  Third  Presby- 
terian church.  Mrs.  Gordon  B.  Wheeler 
presented  her  10th  annual  report  as 
treasurer.  After  being  audited  this  re- 
port will  appear  in  the  annual  printed 
report  of  the  Woman's  Board  to  be  issued 
at  an  early  date.  Mrs.  James  R. 
Webster's  report  as  recording  secretary 
showed  that  meetings  had  been  held 
regularly   with    excellent    attendance. 

The  unified  report  of  the  committees 
that  devote  their  efforts  to  fund  raising 
was  presented  by  Mrs.  R.  Douglas  Stuart, 
following  which  Mrs.  Edward  L.  Beatie 
gave  a  summary  of  the  work  reported 
by  the  service  committees. 

Fifty-three  Churches  Represented 

The  membership  committee  reported  a 
total  active,  honorary,  and  non-resident 
membership  of  308,  including  245  mem- 
bers representing  53  churches,  a  general 
membership  of  54,  and  one  representative 
of  the  Junior  League. 

Of  notable  interest  also  were  the 
increases  in  receipts  from  associate  mem- 
berships, Thanksgiving  offering,  Tag  Day 
collections.  Memorial  Gifts,  and  funds 
contributed  through  the  efforts  of  several 
other  committees.  Of  even  greater  signi- 
ficance were  the  reports  of  the  service 
committees  showing  how  the  funds  raised 
had  been  expended  to  provide  free  hos- 
pital care  for  needy  sick  children;  pro- 
vide blood  transfusions,  insulin,  glasses, 
orthopedic  appliances,  and  other  assis- 
tance needed  by  dispensary  patients; 
support  of  the  library  for  hospital  pa-

LIBRARY  SERVICE   BEGINS 

64+h  YEAR  IN  CHARGE 

OF  NEW  LIBRARIAN 


Library  service  to  patients  began 
its  64th  year  with  a  new  librarian  in 
charge — Mrs.  Bonnie  J.  Prather,  who 
was  appointed  late  in  1946  to 
succeed  Mrs.  Selma  Lindeni  Heath, 
who  resigned  after  17  years  of  out- 
standing work  as  librarian.  Mrs. 
Prather  studied  library  science  at 
George  Peabody  College,  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  from  which  school  she  re- 
ceived a  B.S.  degree.  For  a  year 
prior  to  her  appointment  as  libra- 
rian, she  had  been  employed  as  a 
technician  in  the  Cardiograph  de- 
partment of  this  hospital  and  is 
registered  at  Northwestern  Univer- 
sity for  a  master's  degree  in  hospital 
administration. 

The  furnishing  of  reading  matter  to 
patients  was  one  of  the  projects  of  the 
Ladies  Aid  Society  when  the  hospital  was 
opened  for  service  in  1884.  This  work 
was  continued  when  the  group  became 
known  as  the  Woman's  Board,  first  by 
volunteers  and  later  with  the  assistance 
of  part-time  workers.  In  1929  the  first 
full-time  professional  librarian  was  ap- 
pointed in  the  person  of  Miss  Selma 
Lindem    (now  Mrs.   Heath). 

Now   Have  5,000   Books 

Under  Miss  Lindem's  capable  direction, 
the  library  became  one  of  the  outstand- 
ing projects  of  its  kind  among  hospitals 
of  the  entire  country.  The  1929  collec- 
tion of  500  books  was  gradually  enlarged 
through   the  continued  interest   of  board

members,  patients,  and  other  friends  of 
the  hospital  until  it  now  has  over  5,000 
books  and  regular  subscriptions  to  over 
50  magazines.  Books  include  many  in 
various  foreign  languages,  and  each  year 
all  of  the  current  best  sellers  are  added 
through  gifts  from  friends  and  by  pur- 
chase. The  library  also  supplements  its 
own  collection  by  serving  as  a  station 
for  the  Chicago  Public  Library. 

In  1939  Miss  Lindem  was  given  a  six- 
month  leave  of  absence  to  assist  the 
Junior  League  of  New  York  City  in 
setting  up  a  library  project  for  14  hos- 
pitals in  that  metropolis.  During  the 
recent  war  a  number  of  classes  of  Red 
Cross  volunteers  were  organized  and 
given  instruction  by  the  Presbyterian 
librarian  in  preparation  for  work  in 
libraries  of  military  and  civilian  hospitals 
of  the  Chicago  area. 

During  the  past  year  19,271  books 
were  circulated  by  the  library — 14,112 
among  patients  and  4,659  to  hospital  per- 
sonnel. Books  added  through  gifts  and 
by  purchase  numbered  357.  Periodicals 
had  a  total   circulation  of  1,471.

The  second  Endowed  Nurse  Fund  was  ! 
begun  by  the  nurses  themselves  to  honor 
the  memory  of  Gladys  Foster,  a  student 
nurse  who  died  during  the  flu  epidemic  ; 
of  1918. 

In  1930,  Mrs.  Ernest  Hamill  gave  a 
sum  for  the  support  of  an  endowed  nurse 
as  a  memorial  to  her  husband.  Three 
years  later,  Mrs.  Luella  Pearson  Malloy 
left  a  substantial  bequest  to  establish 
such  a  fund.  A  legacy  from  Mrs.  Charles 
A.  Read  and  donations  collected  each 
year  have  been  added  to  the  endow- 
ments set  aside  to  provide  special  nurs- 
ing care  for  ward  patients  following 
surgery  or  during  other  critical  periods 
of  illness.  Income  from  these  funds, 
together  with  specified  gifts  for  current 
expenditure  made  it  possible  to  provide 
such  care  to  a  total  of  1,060  different  pa- 
tients the   past  year. 


Homecoming   Day  Observed 

Homecoming  Day  brought  more  than 
300  alumnae  to  the  School  of  Nursing  on 
November  11,  1946  for  a  program  of 
addresses,  demonstrations  and  social 
activities.  Highlighting  the  occasion  was 
the  Silver  Anniversary  celebration  at- 
tended by  45  of  the  60  members  of  the 
class  of  1921,  whom  the  committee  was 
able   to   contact. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Rogers  Williams  of 
Cleveland,  1921  graduate  and  former  di- 
rector of  nursing  in  this  hospital,  was 
the  toastmistress  for  the  anniversary 
dinner.  As  a  Silver  Anniversary  gift,  the 
class  of  1921  contributed  a  fund  of  $320 
to  the  School  of  Nursing  to  be  used  for 
educational  purposes.

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Recent    Improvements    Facilitate    Services    of    Four    Departments 


PHYSICAL  THERAPY 


Among'  the  improvements  com- 
pletedwithin  the  last  year  was  the 
bringing  together  in  adjacent  sec- 
tions of  the  8th  floor  several  diag- 
nostic and  treatment  departments 
that  had  previously,  been  scattered 
on  various  floors.  The  reason  for 
the  latter  condition  was  that  when  a 
new  department  was  added  it  had 
been  placed  in  whatever  space  was 
available  at  the  time.  As  demands 
for  the  services  of  these  departments 
grew,  their  cramped  space  and  scat- 
tered location  became  increasingly 
inconvenient. 

As  a  result  of  extensive  remodel- 
ing and  purchase  of  new  equipment, 
Presbyterian  Hospital  now  has  on 
the  8th  floor,  enlarged  and  more 
adequately  equipped  quarters  for 
physical  therapy,  basal  metabolism, 
vascular  therapy,  and  electrocardio- 
graphy. 

Through  a  well-planned  arrangement 
of  facilities  and  services,  the  quarters 
used  by  the  metabolism  department  from 
7:00  to  11:00  A.M.  are  available  for 
vascular  therapy  diagnoses  and  treat- 
ments during  the  remainder  of  the  day. 


Another  advantage  is  that  new  portable 
metabolism  machines  are  brought  to  the 
bedside  of  patients  in  the  different  booths 
where  the  actual  recording  is  made.  In 
addition  to  being  generally  more  efficient, 
the  new  facilities  have  made  it  possible 
to  take  care  of  a  peak  load  of  24  patients 
in  one  day,  with  a  daily  average  of 
14  to  15. 

Additional  facilities  and  larger  quarters 
permit  the  extension  of  the  services  of 
the  Vascular  Therapy  department  to  a 
greater  number  of  patients.  These  serv- 
ices  include   diagnosis   as   well  as   treat-

ment  of  certain  circulatory  disturbances 
of  the  extremities.  When  indicated 
through  diagnosis,  treatment  is  accom- 
plished by  the  use  of  special  equipment 
which  stimulates  circulation  by  alternate 
pressure  and  suction. 

The  Cardiograph  department  provides 
another  type  of  scientific  service  for 
which  larger  quarters  were  needed. 
Here,  with  the  use  of  intricate  apparatus, 
tracings  of  the  heart  action  are  photo- 
graphed to  produce  what  is  known  as  an 
"electrocardiogram."  This  often  proves 
of  great  value  as  an  aid  in  the  diagnosis 
of  heart  conditions.  Facilities  of  this 
department  include  a  well-equipped  dark 
room  for  developing  the  strips  of  bromide 
paper  on  which  the  heart  tracings  are 
photographed.  When  pasted  on  sheets, 
the  strips  comprise  the  electrocardiogram. 

Enlarged  quarters  and  additional  equip- 
ment greatly  facilitate  broadened  de- 
mands for  services  of  the  Physical  Ther- 
apy department.  Treatments  given  in 
this  department  include  the  use  of  short- 
wave diathermy  and  other  electrical 
apparatus,  infrared  and  ultraviolet  rays, 
corrective  exercise  equipment,  whirlpool 
bath,  and  facilities  for  hot  pack  treat- 
ments,   fever   therapy,   etc. 

A  central  utility  room  is  conveniently 
located  for  the  use  of  the  four  depart- 
ments. There  is  also  a  small  waiting 
room  for  patients.

tients;  assistance  to  the  School  of  Nurs- 
ing in  various  ways;  and  additions  to 
endowment  funds  for  charitable  purposes 
and  for  research  in  pediatrics.

Hospital  personnel, medical  staff  mem- 
bers, former  interns,  and  School  of  Nurs- 
ing alumnae,  and  former  professional 
associates  were  saddened  by  the  death  of 
William  Gray  in  September  1946,  follow- 
ing a  long  illness.  Mr.  Gray  retired  on 
March  1,  1941  as  head  pharmacist  of 
Presbyterian  Hospital  after  35  years  of 
service.  He  had  been  a  pharmacist  in 
Chicago  for  more  than  50  years  at  the 
time  of  his  retirement  and  was  known  in 
professional  pharmaceutical  circles  as  the 
"dean  of  American  pharmacy." 

He  served  for  25  years  on  the  Recipe 
Book  Committee  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  was  a 
delegate  to  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopeial  con- 
ventions of  1920  and  1930.  Other  pro- 
fessional affiliations  included  life  mem- 
bership in  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  membership  in  the  Illi- 
nois Pharmaceutical  Association,  Ameri- 
can Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science,  Chicago  Drug  Club,  Society  for 
the  History  of  Pharmacy  of  France,  and 
Society  for  the  History  of  Pharmacy  of 
Germany. 

Throughout  Mr.  Gray's  long  tenure  as 
head  pharmacist  of  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital, he  was  highly  regarded  as  a  help- 
ful co-worker  and  friend  by  members  of 
the  Medical  Staff.  He  was  revered  by 
hundreds  of  former  interns,  resident 
doctors,  and  School  of  Nursing  alumnae 
for  the  sound  instruction  and  advice 
which  had  proved  invaluable  in  the  prac- 
tice of  their  professions.  His  devotion 
to  high  professional  standards  made  an 
inestimable  contribution  to  the  welfare 
of  patients  and  to  the  growth  and  devel- 
opment  of   Presbyterian   Hospital. 


Death  Calls  Dr.  Favill 

Dr.  John  Favill,  chairman  of  the  de- 
partment of  neuropsychiatry  for  the  past 
year  and  a  member  of  the  medical  staff 
since  1936,  passed  away  at  his  home  in 
Winnetka  on  Dec.  21,  1946.

Offerings  collected  this  Easter  will  apply 
toward  the  fund  for  Cheer  Up  Bed  No.  14.

SCHOOLS  PROVIDE  CARE 

IN   CHEER   UP   BEDS 


The  story  of  the  Child's  Free  Bed 
Fund  is  one  of  the  most  heart  warm- 
ing chapters  in  the  history  of  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  as  well  as 
that  of  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
Chicago  Presbytery.  For  more  than 
60  years  the  Sunday  Schools  have 
collected  offerings  each  Easter  to 
help  provide  free  care  for  needy 
sick  children.  Since  1912  these 
annual  offerings  have  gone  into  a 
permanent  endowment  fund,  which 
now  totals  a  sum  sufficient  to  desig- 
nate 13  beds  by  the  happy  name 
which  the  children  themselves  chose 
—"Cheer  Up   Beds." 

Thus  have  the  children  from  more 
fortunate  homes  made  it  possible  to  give 
hospital  care  to  thousands  of  sick  chil- 
dren over  the  years — children  whose 
parents  were  unable  to  pay  for  care 
that  was  gravely  needed.  What  this 
care  has  meant  in  terms  good  health, 
happiness,  and  usefulness  is  beyond 
computation. 

And  once  more,  as  we  approach  Easter 
Sunday  with  its  message  of  hope  and 
joy,  children  throughout  Chicagoland  are 
going  without  candy  bars  and  other 
treats,  large  and  small,  so  that  the 
money  can  be  dropped  instead  into  the 
Oheer  Up  Bed  banks  which  have  been 
distributed  in  Presbyterian  and  other 
interested  Sunday  Schools.  And,  in- 
spired by  the  unselfish  generosity  of  the 
children,  many  grownups  in  Sunday 
School  and  out  will  help  to  swell  the 
fund. 

70  Sunday  Schools  Help  in    1946 

Last  year  70  Sunday  schools,  some 
other  organizations,  and  several  indi- 
vidual donors  gave  a  total  of  $4,378.90. 
This  amount  was  sufficient  to  complete 
the  endowment  required  to  name  Cheer 
Up  Bed  No.  13  and  provide  a  nest  egg 
toward  Cheer  Up  Bed  No.  14. 

The  Child's  Free  Bed  committee  was 
one  of  the  early  committees  named  by  the 
Hospital  Ladies  Aid  Society,  forerunner 
of  the  present  Woman's  Board,  and 
throughout  the  years  this  committee  has 
brought  the  needs  of  sick  children  to 
the  attention  of  the  Sunday  Schools  and 
attended  to  distribution  of  banks  and 
printed  matter. 

Much  of  the  successful  growth  of  the 
endowment  fund  resulted  from  the  efforts 
of  Mrs.  William  A.  Douglass,  who  served 
as  chairman  of  the  Child's  Free  Bed 
committee  of  the  Woman's  Board  for 
more  than  15  years.  When  Mrs.  Douglass 
asked  to  be  relieved  of  this  responsi- 
bility two  years  ago,  Mrs.  Kenneth  C. 
King  was  named  chairman  and  has 
carried  on  in  a  highly  successful  manner 
with  the  help  of  Mrs.  William  B.  Neal, 
vice-chairman,  and  the  following  com- 
mittee members:  Mrs.  George  C.  Chap- 
pell,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Alex  S.  Dale,  Mrs.  Howard 
Frantz,  Mrs.  John  Edgar  Freeman,  Mrs. 
Albert  O.  Hjerpe,  Mrs.  Halford  H.  Kittle-

School  superintendents  and  teachers  who 
cooperate  so  willingly,  and  to  the  chil- 
dren and  others  who  give  so  generously, 
Presbyterian  Hospital  extends  appreci- 
ation on  behalf  of  the  many  children 
who  receive  immeasurable  benefits  as 
patients  in  Oheer  Up  Beds. 

Who  Are  These  Children? 

Who  are  some  of  the  children  thus 
aided  and  what  sort  of  homes  do  they 
come  from?  Many  are  from  homes  that 
are  lacking  in  almost  everything  that  a 
child  should  have;  others  are  half- 
orphans  from  broken  homes,  and  still 
others  are  children  of  hard-working, 
conscientious  parents  who  lack  sufficient 
income  to  meet  the  expense  of  hospital 
and  medical  care.  Many  of  the  latter 
make  sacrifices  to  pay  a  small  portion 
of  the  hospital  charges.  Many  have  ex- 
hausted their  resources  in  meeting  medi- 
cal and  hospital  costs  before  appealing 
to  the  dispensary  and  the  hospital  as  a 
last  resort.  During  and  since  the  war  a 
considerable  number  of  those  receiving 
free  care  have  been  children  whose 
fathers  were  with  the  armed  services  or 
war  veterans  not  yet  earning  enough  to 
meet  the  extra  outlay  for  hospital  care. 

In  checking  over  the  records  of  chil- 
dren admitted  for  free  or  part-free  care, 
one  finds  that  a  great  many  have  re- 
quired hospitalization  over  prolonged 
periods  or  have  had  to  return  at  intervals 
for  further  care.  Among  these  are  the 
children  with  heart  disease,  diabetes, 
malnutrition,  diseases  of  the  blood  form- 
ing organs,  and  others. 

Then  there  are  cases  like  that  of  the 
13-year-old  orphan  girl,  livihg  in  a  foster 
home,who  was  admitted  for  an  emer- 
gency appendicitis  operation.  Not  only 
was  the  life  of  this  girl  saved,  but  she 
was  made  very  happy  during  conva- 
lescence because  she  happened  to  be  a 
patient  when  a  generous  gift  of  lovely 
valentines  arrived  from  one  of  the  Sun- 
day Schools. 
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Some  child  patients  who  may  not  i 
require  long  hospitalization  must  have' 
medicines  and  other  treatments  that  are 
costly.  One  such  patient  was  a  charm- 
ing three-year-old  girl  who  had  a  kidney 
infection.  Generous  use  of  sulfadiazine 
and  penicillin  cured  this  child,  whose 
father  did  not  earn  enough  to  pay  more 
than  a  small  part  of  hospital  bill. 

Another  three-year-old  child,  whose 
father  was  in  the  Navy,  required  penicil- 
lin therapy  for  an  infection  resulting 
from  an  injury  to  his  chin.  The  gov- 
ernment allotment  was  not  sufficient  to 
meet  needs  of  a  family  of  five  and  pay 
the  hospital  charges. 

Then  there  is  the  12-year-old  boy  who 
has  a  heart  ailment  resulting  from 
rheumatic  fever.  He  is  one  of  six  chil- 
dren whose  father  earns  just  about 
enough  to  meet  ordinary  family  ex- 
penses. This  boy  had  been  coming  to 
the  Dispensary  for  outpatient  care  for 
two  years  and  when  a  severe  upper 
respiratory  infection  developed  was 
referred  for  free  hospitalization.  It  was 
feared  that  the  infection  might  reactivate 
the  heart  condition  but  prompt  treat- 
ment prevented  this. 

Tonsillectomies  also  utilize  a  consider- 
able number  of  free  days  of  hospital 
care,  although  each  patient  seldom  re- 
mains in  the  hospital  more  than  24  to  48 
hours.  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  what 
these  mean  to  the  future  health  of  chil- 
dren receiving  this  care. 

Members  of  the  hospital  attending 
medical  staff  give  freely  of  their  knowl- 
edge and  time  to  provide  medical  and 
surgical  care  for  free  child  patients.  At 
least  one  attending  pediatrician  and  one 
or  more  house  pediatricians  are  in  the 
hospital  at  all  times  to  give  emergency 
care  to  sick  children.  A  rule  of  this 
department  is  that  no  sick  child  must 
ever  be  turned  away  without  diagnosing 
his  condition  and  providing  necessary 
care. 


Outpatient  Service  Meets  Medical  Needs,  Aids  Health  of  Thousands 


In  maintaining  Central  Free  Dis- 
pensary as  its  Outpatient  Department, 
Presbyterian  Hospital  is  carrying  on  a 
ministry  to  the  needy  sick  that  was 
begun  more  than  100  years  ago  by  Dr. 
James  V.  Blaney,  one  of  the  founders 
of  Rush  Medical  College.  Opened  in 
Dr.  Blaney's  office  in  1839  and  taken 
over  by  Rush  Medical  College  in  1843, 
the  dispensary  was  operated  under 
various  names  until  1873  when  the 
Brainerd  and  Herrick  Dispensaries  were 
combined  and  incorporated  as  "The  Cen- 
tral Free  Dispensary  of  West  Chicago." 

This  dispensary  was  operated  under  its 
own  board  of  directors  with  the  close 
cooperation  of  Rush  Medical  College 
and  Presbyterian  Hospital  until  July  1, 
1941  when  it  was  taken  over  by  the  hos- 
pital and  has  been  maintained  since  as 
the  latter's  Outpatient  DePartment. 
This  has  greatly  increased  the  hospital's 
charitable  budget  as  well  as  its  scope  of 
service   to   the   needy   sick. 

While  employment  generally  has  been 
at  a  high  level  the  past  year,  rising 
living  costs  have  made  it  increasingly 
difficult  for  families  in  the  lower  income 
groups  to  meet  additional  expense  for 
medical  and  hospital  care.  And,  as  al- 
ways, there  are  the  cardiacs,  diabetics, 
arthritics,  and  others  whose  physical 
condition  greatly  restricts  employment 
opportunities,  and  those  who  are  definite- 
ly unemployable  because  of  age,  physical 
handicaps,  or  mental  deficiencies. 

In  the  care  and  treatment  of  patients

in  the  Outpatient  Department  many  are 
in  need  of  hospitalization  which  is  pro- 
vided in  beds  maintained  by  the  hospital 
for  this  purpose.  Others  who  have  not 
been  under  care  in  the  outpatient  clinics 
also  receive  hospital  care  according  to 
their  needs. 

The  annual  offerings  taken  at  church 
services  on  Faster  Sunday  in  Presby- 
terian churches  or  contributed  by 
churches  through  some  other  plan  dur- 
ing the  year  are  an  important  source  on 
which  the  hospital  relies  to  help  support 
its  Outpatient  Department  and  free  hos- 
pitalization provided  to  needy  adult  pa- 
tients. 

Standard  budgets  set  up  through  the 
Council  of  Social  Agencies,  together  with 
consideration   of   individual   factors,   are 


the  basis  for  determining  eligibility  for 
clinic  care. 

All  new  patients  accepted  for  clinic 
care  are  sent  first  to  the  Examining 
Clinic  for  a  complete  physical  exami- 
nation, history  recording,  and  necessary 
laboratory  tests.  They  are  then  referred 
to  appropriate  special  clinics  for  further 
diagnostic  examinations  and  treatment  as 
prescribed  by  physicians  who  are  spe- 
cialists in  their  respective  fields.  In  this 
connection  it  should  be  stated  that  the 
outpatient  medical  staff  is  made  up 
largely  of  members  of  the  hospital's 
attending  staff,  who  give  their  services 
without  remuneration.  New  patients 
made  11,234  visits  to  the  Examining 
Clinic  last  year. 

Including  the  Examining  Clinic,  the 
Outpatient  Department  maintained  28 
daytime  clinics  which  held  78  sessions 
weekly.  In  addition  a  General  Medical 
Clinic  is  held  each  Friday  evening  for 
working  people  who  cannot  come  during 
the  day  and  who,  because  of  low  in- 
comes, unusual  family  responsibilities,  or 
other  factors,  lack  means  to  pay  for 
private  medical  care.  Presbyterian  is 
the  only  hospital  in  Chicago  maintaining 
such  a  clinic. 

Among  those  who  made  2,752  visits  to 
the  Evening  Clinic  in  1946  were  a  num- 
ber of  veterans  who  were  attending 
school  or  for  some  other  reason  had 
incomes  that  were  insufficient  to  meet 
the  cost  of  private  medical  care  for  non-

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HOSPITAL  CHAPLAIN  BRINGS 

CHEER,    NEW   COURAGE 

TO  MANY  PATIENTS 


Since  beginning  his  work  as  hospital 
chaplain  on  July  12,  1942,  Lucius  C. 
Hollister  has  contacted  over  18,000  hos- 
pital patients,  ranging  in  age  from  three 
to  97  years.  In  making  these  contacts 
he  has  dispensed  cheer  and  new  courage. 
In  many  instances  his  unobtrusive 
ministry  has  inspired  renewed  faith  or 
brought  to  the  patient  the  first  realiza- 
tion of  his  need  of  other  than  human 
resources. 

Patients  visited  are  selected  in  the 
main  from  the  daily  admission  lists,  al- 
though many  calls  are  made  in  response 
to  specific  requests  from  patients, 
nurses,  and  attending  physicians.  Spe- 
cial consideration  is  given  to  patients 
from  a  distance  which  prevents  their 
own   pastors  from  visiting   them. 

Chaplain  Hollister's  years  of  experi- 
ence in  interdenominational  religious 
work  gives  him  an  understanding  which 
enables  him  to  make  a  friendly  approach 
to  patients  of  widely  varying  back- 
grounds and  interests.  His  ability  to 
greet  patients  of  different  nationalities 
in  their  own  vernacular  and  to  read 
or  recite  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  passages 
from  the  Psalms  in  various  languages  is 
pleasing  and  helpful  to  these  patients. 
Likewise,  many  patients  are  appreciative 
of  the  chaplain's  supply  of  pamphlets 
containing  Psalms  or  other  portions  of 
scripture,  prayer  books,  and  other  liter- 
ature of  different  denominations  and  in 
different  languages.  He  also  makes 
known  his  willingness  to  contact  the  pa- 
tient's own  minister,  rabbi,  or  priest  and 
ask  him  to  call  if  this  is  desired. 

Another  part  of  the  chaplain's  work  is 
the  short,  non-sectarian  religious  service 
which  he  conducts  in  the  hospital  chapel 
each  Sunday  from  11  to  11:30  A.M. 
Announcements  of  the  service  are  placed 
on  patients  trays  each  Saturday  morn- 
ing and  nurses  often  take  patients  to  the 
chapel  in  wheelchairs.  Bathrobes  and 
housecoats  are  in  eood  form  as  attire  at 
these  services.  Mrs.  Fern  Pierce,  an 
accomplished  student  of  music,  plays  the 
piano,  leads  the  singing,  and  frequently 
renders  a  vocal  solo  that  is  greatly  en- 
joyed by  those  present. 

Easter  services  will  be  held  from  11 
to  11:30  A.M.  on  Good  Friday  and  on 
Easter  Sunday.  Special  music  will 
supplement  appropriate  talks  by  the 
chaplain.  Last  year  at  services  on  Good 
Friday  a  beautiful  30-inch  cross  was 
dedicated  in  the  chapel.  It  was  the  gift 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walter  Richter  in 
memory   of   their   sons. 


3) 
service  connected  illness.  In  this  con- 
nection it  is  of  interest  .  to  note  that 
Presbyterian  Hospital  is  one  of  a  num- 
ber of  hospitals  under  contract  with  the 
Veterans  Administration  to  provide  both 
inpatient  and  outpatient  care  for  service- 
connected  disabilities,  these  being  the 
only  ones  for  which  VA  authorizes  care 
at  government  expense  in  civilian  hospi- 
tals or  clinics. 

The  Outpatient  Department  has  its 
own  pharmacy  which  provides  medicines 
at  cost  to  those  able  to  pay  and  free  to 
the  great  majority  of  patients  who  can- 
not pay.  Other  forms  of  treatment  are 
provided  by  the  hospital  when  pre- 
scribed  by   outpatient  physicians. 


Missionary   Nurses  Trained 

Here   Serve   in   Many   Fields 

The  School  of  Nursing  of  Presbyterian 
Hospital  counts  among  its  alumnae  at 
least  60  nurses  who  have  or  are  serving 
in  missionary  fields  throughout  the 
world.  Carrying  out  a  suggestion  of 
Mrs.  David  W.  Graham,  made  in  1910, 
the  Woman's  Board  established  a 
scholarship  and  loan  fund  which  was 
used  to  assist  many  of  these  nurses  in 
completing  their  nursing  preparation. 

During  the  recent  war  several  of  these 
missionary  nurses,  who  were  compelled 
to  return  to  this  country,  took  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  to  obtain  M.A. 
degrees  and  a  number  received  assis- 
tance for  this  purpose  from  the  Woman's 
Board  scholarship  fund. 

In  an  interesting  report  on  this  work, 
presented  at  the  Board's  annual  meet- 
ing, Mrs.  E.  M.  Miller,  chairman  of 
scholarships  and  loans,  mentioned  several 
Presbyterian  graduates  who  recently  re- 
sumed work  in  other  countries. 


Death  Takes  C.  B.  Goodspeed 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow  that  we  record 
the  death  on  February  23,  1947  of  Mr. 
Charles  B.  Goodspeed,  the  beloved  presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Managers.  In 
order  to  properly  record  his  many 
accomplishments,  a  special  committee  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  a  suitable  memorial 
to  be  presented  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  hospital  to  be  held  on  May 
7,  1947.

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SCHOOL  OF  NURSING  IS  NOW 

AFFILIATED     WITH     FOUR 

WELL-KNOWN  COLLEGES 


With  6C  new  students,  59  junior  and  83 
seniors,  Presbyterian  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing  began  in  September  its  44th 
year  of  preparing  young  women  to  be- 
come .  registered  professional  nurses. 
Members  of  the  new  class  came  from 
45  different  communities  in  seven  states 
and  the  Philippine  Islands. 

One  former  Wave  and  one  former  Wac 
entered  under  the  provisions  of  the  G.I. 
Bill  of  Rights.  Three  freshmen  are 
sisters  of  students  already  in  the  school. 
Two  sisters  from  Wheaton  also  are 
among  the  new  students,  making  a  total 
Of  four  sister  teams  now  in  the  school. 
Twenty-eight  per  cent  of  the  freshman 
class  have  had  some  college  work. 

To  afford  to  Presbyterian  students  an 
opportunity  to  receive  credits  toward 
Bachelor  of  Science  degrees,  affiliation 
agreements  have  been  made  with  four 
colleges  of  recognized  standing  which 
will  award  such  degrees  on  completion 
of  four  to  six  semesters  of  academic 
work  in  the  college,  preceding  or  follow- 
ing the  regular  three-year  course  in  the 
Presbyterian  School  of  Nursing.  These 
colleges  are:

These  advantageous  affiliations  do  not 
change  the  school  policy  of  admitting 
students  whose  educational  preparation 
includes  only  graduation  from  an 
accredited  four-year  high  school  and  who 
are  able  to  meet  other  requirements  as 
to  health,  citizenship,  character,  person- 
I  ality,  and  general  fitness  as  shown  by  the 
Aptitude  Test  given  to  all  applicants.

Professor  of  Medicine,  University  of  Illi- 
nois College  of  Medicine,  was  one  of  four 
representatives  of  the  American  Medical 
Association,  sent  to  Europe  in  Septem- 
ber on  two  important  missions.

One  of  the  missions  was  participation 
in  the  organization  of  a  World  Medical 
Association  and  the  setting  up  of  a  pro- 
gram to  help  the  people  of  Europe  help 
themselves  in  re-establishing  medical 
service  on  a  sound  basis. 

The  other  mission  was  an  advisory 
study  for  the  Surgeon  General  of  the 
U.  S.  Army  to  formulate  a  plan  for  a 
program  of  advanced  education  for 
\ounger  medical  officers  stationed  in  the 
European  command.

Harriet  L.   Forrest,   R.N. 

Miss  Forrest  retired  recently  after  38 
years  of  outstanding  service  on  the  nurs- 
ing staff  of  Presbyterian  Hospital.  For 
32  years  of  that  period  she  had  filled  the 
position  of  assistant  superintendent  of 
nurses.  In  this  capacity  she  was  in  large 
measure  responsible  for  directing  the 
nursing  care  given  to  hospital  patients 
and  much  of  the  credit  for  the  efficiency 
of  this  service  through  the  years  is  due 
to  her  administrative  ability  and  untiring 
devotion  to  the  welfare  of  the  sick. 

A  native  of  Canada,  Miss  Forrest  re- 
ceived her  nursing  preparation  at  Free- 
mason's Hospital,  Morden,  Manitoba.  She 
came  to  Chicago  in  1906  and  after  work- 
ing as  a  visiting  nurse  for  Olivet  Insti- 
tute took  a  postgraduate  course  at 
Presbyterian  Hospital.  From  August, 
1909  until  July,  1912  she  was  in  charge 
of  nursing  service  in  Central  Free  Dis- 
pensary. She  next  served  as  an  assis- 
tant in  the  nursing  office  for  a  few 
months  and  as  night  supervisor  for  two 
years.  She  was  appointed  assistant 
superintendent  of  nurses  on  Feb.  16, 1915, 
and  continued  in  this  position  under  three 
different  directors  of  nursing. 

For  many  years  Miss  Forrest  had  worn 
the  cap  of  the  Presbyterian  nurse  and  at 
commencement  exercises  in  October, 
1944,  the  Alumnae  Association  presented 
her  with  the  school  pin,  thereby  making 
her  one  of  them  officially  as  she  had  been 
in  their  hearts  throughout  her  years  on 
nursing   staff. 

On  Dec.  8,  1946,  Miss  Forrest  had  a 
fall  which  caused  injuries  that  kept  her 
in  the  hospital  as  a  patient  for  many 
months.  She  resigned  her  position  on 
July  1,  1947  and  left  early  in  October  to 
complete  her  recuperation  at  the  home  of 
her  mother  in  Winnipeg,  Canada,  and 
with  a  sister  in  Grand  Prairie,  Alberta, 
Can.

SERVE    THE    SICK    DESPITE 

PERSONNEL  SHORTAGE 


In  these  trying  days  of  personnel  short- 
ages in  all  departments,  Presbyterian 
Hospital  is  grateful  for  the  faithful  and 
unselfish  services  rendered  by  a  large 
group  of  volunteer  workers,  who  per- 
form many  necessary  tasks  in  the  hos- 
pital and  dispensary.  In  addition  to  the 
work  they  accomplish,  the  gracious 
presence  of  these  volunteers  helps  to 
maintain  the  atmosphere  of  friendliness 
which  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  always 
regarded  as  essential  in  the  care  of  the 
sick. 

Among  those  now  doing  volunteer  work 
are  quite  a  number  who  began  service 
during  the  war  as  a  patriotic  duty  and 
have  continued  it  because  of  their  desire 
to  share  in  the  hospital's  broad  program 
of  humanitarian  service  —  the  motive 
which  has  caused  many  others  to  become 
hospital  volunteers  more   recently. 

The  volunteer  program  under  the  di- 
rection of  Mrs.  Margery  Hodgkinson 
affords  an  opportunity  for  service  of 
various  kinds,  according  to  the  prefer- 
ence and  abilities  of  the  volunteers. 
Dependability,  regularity,  and  a  fair 
degree  of  permanence  are  essential  re- 
quirements  for  all  volunteers. 

Due  to  the  continuing  shortage  of 
nurses,  volunteers  who  are  willing  to 
take  the  special  training  course  and 
serve  as  Hospital  Aids  in  the  nursing  de- 
partment are  greatly  needed.

ing been  the  first  intern  in  Presbyterian 
Hospital  in  1884.  Later,  while  associated 
with  Dr.  A.  J.  Oschner,  he  originated, 
in  collaboration  with  the  late  Dr.  Isabella 
Herb,  the  "open  drop"  method  of  ad- 
ministering ether,  which  soon  became 
the  universally  accepted  method.  From 
1898  until  his  retirement  in  1933,  Dr. 
Prince  was  connected  with  various 
institutions  in  Wisconsin,  his  last  po- 
sition having  been  that  of  resident 
physician  at  Waukesha  Springs  Sani- 
tarium, Waukesha. 

Dr.   Eben   H.  Carey 

Dr.  Eben  H.  Carey,  one  of  the  most 
distinguished  among  the  former  interns 
of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  died  in  June, 
1947.  A  graduate  of  Rush  Medical  Col- 
lege, Dr.  Carey  joined  the  faculty  of 
Marquette  University  Medical  School  in 
1921,  and  had  been  dean  since  1933.  He 
was  widely  known  as  an  epidemiologist 
and  anatomist  and  for  his  research 
studies  concerning  the  relationship  of 
poliomyelitis  to  muscle  and  nerve  tissue. 
Dr.  Carey  was  director  of  medical  ex- 
hibits at  the  Century  of  Progress  in 
1933-34  and  had  since  served  as  director 
of  the  medical  exhibits  at  the  Chicago 
Museum  of  Science  and  Industry.
